2- Amino-3-methyoxynaphthalene was synthesized as 
described in Method Al. According to Method C3, 2-amino-3-methoxynaphthalene was reacted 
with bis(trichloromethyl) carbonate followed by 3-(-2-Af-methylcarbamo vl)-4-pvridvlox v)aniline an 
aniline to form the urea. 



IN THE CLAIMS 

Claims 13-48 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 
Claim 6 has been amended as follows. 

6. (Amended) A method as in claim 1 wherein the condition within a host treated by 
administering a compound of formula I is an an infectious disease selected from the group consisting 
of tuberculosis, Helicobacter pylori infection during peptic ulcer disease, Chaga's disease resulting 
from Trypanosoma cruzi infection, effects of Shiga-like toxin resulting from E. coli infection, effects 
of enterotoxin A resulting from Staphylococcus infection, meningococcal infection, and infections 
from Borrelia burgdorferi, Treponema pallidum, cytomegalovirus, influenza virus, Theiler's 
encephalomyelitis virus, and the human immunodeficiency virus (HIV). 
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
